Two negro rioters, the first to be con- 
victed in the criminal courts, were sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment by Judge 
Joseph Sabath last week for the killing 
of Morris Lazzeronl. of Chicago, who 
was stabbed to death in that city dur- 
ing the recent race trouble there. 

The jury arrived at a verdict of mon- 
■fllaughter after an hour's deliberation. 
The men sentenced were Walter Colvin, 
16 years old, 390B Dearborn street, and 
Charles Johnson, 18 years old, 53 West 
36th street. 

The convicted boys climbed on Laz- 
zaronia's wagon late in th? afternoon 
of July 28, as he was driving south on 
State street near 36th. When the 
police arrived. Lazzeronl was found to 
have been stabbed twenty-eight times. 

On the pleu of the defendanta attor- 
neys Judge Sabath said he would hear 
a motion for a new trial Monday. This 
was consented to by Assistant State's 
Attorney James C. O'Brien. 

This case will be watched with inter- 
est by the people of Antioch on account 
of Mr. Lazzaroni being the father of 
Mrs. John Pacini of this village.

LastThursday morning'the teamsters 
of the Inderrieden Canning .company 
put their heods together and waited 
for Farm Superintendent Selsaer and 
asked that they be granted a raise frpm 
thirty-five to forty-five cents per hour. 
Now it is important that the teamsters 
and all others connected with, that in- 
stitution be kept at work. The super- 
intendent went iuto immediate confer-* 
ence with the men. which resulted in 
an agreement to make the raise provid- 
ed that each team draw three loads 
per day But if only two loads were 
made the pay should remain at the old 
rate. - 

The following morning, a number of 
men in the factory decided they wero 
also entitled to more pay. They did 
not go to work, but waited for Super- 
intendent Pitton to show up, the force 
met him and mode their grievances 
known. They also wanted an increase 
of ten cents an hour. Mr. Pitton 
promptly told them to get their pay, 
that new men would be brought to take 
their places. However, an alternative 
was given them to consider, it being a 
raise of five cents per hour. A vote 
was taken on the proposition. Five 
men voted to accept the raise, while 
the balance refused it. The five went 
back to work and the others drew their 
pay and went back to the city. The 
same day more men were sent there to 
take the places of the strikers and all 
proceeded very satisfactory.

And, he tripped 
over an Imaginary obstacle, nearly 
losing Ills hold on bis market basket, 
to tlie unholy Joy of the youthful spec- 
tators. 

"IIo, ho!" he roared. "Almost lost 
my dinner that time.

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dren In the country, nnd 15,000,000 suf- 
-fiirlug from physical defects which 
could be prevented or corrected. The 
bureau of education's healtli contest 
alms to reach these children. 

"Health, strength, Joy" Is the motto 
of tlie division, and Its methods are 
all directed toward making healthedu- 
cutlon real fun. Health charts which 
children fill-In for themselves, showing 
their weight and height and how much 
each of them gains, are sent by the 
division to all schools and teachers 
which iiskfor them. Brightly colored 
pamphlets for feachers and children, 
and personal letters, give advice about 
health problems. And best and latest 
of all, Clio-Cbo, real circus clown, has 
been timployed to make amusing and 
helpful talks on what a child should 
ent, wear and do to be strong and well.^ 
It Is a fact that at least 15 per cent 
of our children today are suffering 
from malnutrition, resulting not so 
much from eating too little as from 
eating and drinking the wrong kind of 
food. All sorts of methods have been 
tried, with very little success, to rem- 
edy this condition, to Induce the par- 
ents to provide and the children to eat 
the foods that will nourish and give 
them strength. ChoCho and a pair of 
scales, on which each child cnn be 
weighed once a month, Is a combina- 
tion tlmt will go a very long wny to- 
ward bringing about the desired re- 
sults. J 
. The monthly weighing Is a most Im- 
portant factor In this work, Johnny 
and .Tonny, who have rigidly lived up 
to the Instructions given by Cho-Cho 
for four long weeks, step onto the 
scales with their eyes shining and their 
hearts pounding with excttemont. If 
they have gained more than the de- 
sired half a pound, their cup of Joy Is 
brimming over, nnd If, on the other 
bund, they nre not quite up to the 
mark, their guilty consciences remind 
them of the coffee which they have 
drunk or of the baths which they neg- 
lected to take, or the green vegetables 
which they refused to eat, and they 
realize that Cho-Cho was right— one 
cannot do these things and still gain 
his half a pound a montti. 

Cho-Cho Is very busy these days. Ho 
Is booked solid for months to come In 
various cities. But one clown cannot 
do all the work of the country, and so 
other Cho-Chos are being trained. It Is 
a nation-wide campaign, which they 
are wnglng to better the condition of 
the boys and girls who nre to consti- 
tute the next generation of our citizens.

ISTEEL WORKERS 
OPEM BIG STRIKE 

tWIany Workers Fail to Answer the 
Whistles; Unions' Walk- 
out Is Planned. 



iGREAT MASSMEETINGS HELD 



[SupepIntendenU of the Different 
Mills Plan to Keep Running and 
Guards Are on Duty — Say No 
. Fires Win Be Drawn. 

Chicago. Sept 23.— The great ateel 
iBtrlke fell on Chicago imU Calumet 
idlstrlcta when hundreds of workers 
trefuscd to answer the steam blasts 
icalllng them lo early night shifts. 

Olllclnlly tlie strike went Into effect 
lat midnight Sunday,- but after tlio hn- 
rangulng and cheering of large crowds 
tgatliercd at meetings In the various 
"'steel cities'* eouUi, east, and nortli of 
OhIcago, hundreds of union men re- 
[fused to enter the plants. 

The situation at' Gary, the vortex 
of the local strllce whirlpool, was typ- 
ical. More than 0,000 men answered 
the union call at the East Side park 
. to hear the oQlclals of the Unltetl 
States Steel corporation condemned 
for their refusal to treat with the 
workers. Union heads claimed that 
5,000 men were already on strike and 
would not report for work. 

Local superintendents, however, de- 
clared that the plants would continue 
to operate us long as the men came 
to work. There will be no fires drawn 
lis long as there are faltliful employ- 
ees to watch them. They derided un- 
ion claims tiiat the plants would be 
shutdown as mere cxaggcmtlou. They 
estimated the union strenRth as be- 
tween 15 and 25 per cent of the work- 
ers' total and promised protection for 
the men who reported for work. 

In secret the management of the 
Illinois Steel company, a subsidury of 
the United States Steel corporation, 
made rendy to protect Its plants. 

City authorities and Sheriff Barnes, 
In whose territory clashes are expect- 
ed, If any materialize, will throw Imn- 
dreds of deputies into Gary. Fifty 
police will patrol the moln street; 
Itroadwny, and prevent crowds from 
accumulating. The strikers drew con- 
siderable satisfaction from the (act 
that no one reported to Join the "Citi- 
zens' league," which was planned as 
a bulwark against disorders In Gary. 

Another 0,000 met In Indiana Har- 
bor, overflowing Into the streets be- 
cause the auditorium was too small to 
accommodate them. It won clnlmed 
that so per cent of tlie 12.000 work- 
ers were unionized. 

.Toilet saw n repetition of thlR. Only 
2,500 men could find room inside the 
Slavish school hall and 3,000 more 
«tood about in the streets, unable to 
Iiear the messages brought by organ- 
izers from Chicago. 

E. n. Gary, head of the Steel cor- 
poration, was the center of abuse. R. 
IN. Glover of Chicago declared- that 
Gary placed himself above Christ, 
who, ho said, was a laborer, a carpen- 
ter and nn organizer. 

This statement brought cries of 
"Kaiser Gno"" from tlie assembly of 
union sympathizers. 

In Hammond, whore 1,500 employ- 
ees of the Standard Steel Car' cnm- 
ipnny have been on strike for. weeks, 
every man but one In the 1,800 union 
electrical workers, voted to go out in 
Kympothy with tlie steel workers. 
There are about 10,000 employees in 
the trade in Hammond, 

Nearly 2,000 met at Waul:egnn, the 
!home of the :Mark plant of the Amed- 
can Steel anO Wire company, which 
ilias seen considerable labor trouble 
•during the past year. Union leaders 
iclalmcd that 200 recnilts were ob- 
'talned during the meeting. The city 
jcouncll turned down a request from 
the unions that their pickets he dep- 
iitized ns special police. It was 
;plannod to put CO pickets on the Job 
Igarbcd In tlieir overseas uniforms. 

Pittsburgh, Pn;, Sept. 23.— In the 
entire district It Is estimated that 
a.'tn.OOO steel workers are Idle, 

Some of these are strikers. Other.s. 
are workmen willing to stay at their 
iJobs. but unahle to do so because of 
Ithe action of strikers In crippling de- 
partments cf plants. 

Disorder marked several meetings 
of strikers. Sixteen men were arrest- 
ed at a meeting In Clalrton, seat of a 
tbig plant of the Carnegie Steel com- 
ipany, and placed In the county Jail. 



BULGARIA eiVEN 
PEACEJREATY 

Pact Presented to Mission' at the 

French Foreign Office 

in Paris. 



HAVE 25 DAYS TO CONSIDER 



Thrace Excised, to Be Left Under Rule 
of Allies Until Decision lo Made- 
Defeated Country io iHave 
Seaport. / 

Paris, Sept. 22. — The treaty of peace 
between the allied and associated pow- 
ers and Bulgaria was presented to the 
Bulgarian mission at the French for- 
eign ofllco. 

After the; delegates had assembled 
Georges Cleinonceau, president of the 
peace conference, spoke briefly In open- 
ing the session. lie was followed by 
General Tlieodoroff, head of the Bul- 
garian mission. 

M. Theodoroff spoke for 15 minutes, 
pleading that the Bulgarian people 
were not responsible for the war, but 
that the Bulgarian government had 
thrown the country Into the struggle. 
Ho realized, however, be said, that the 
people must share the responsibility. 

"They are willing to do so," ho said, 
"but they feel that In no way have 
they committed such a crime as will 
compel them to accept servitude." 

King Ferdinand and Vasell Ilado- 
slavoff, Bulgarian foreign minister In 
191-1, were blamed for Bulgaria's en- 
try into the war by M. Theodoroff. Ho 
said the Bavarian people did not ap- 
prove of the German alliance, which 
he . declared, "came to them as a. 
cataclysm," but they realized they 
must accept part of the respon- 
sibility. 

"Wo have committed faults," lie said, 
"and we shall bear their consequences 
within the bounds of equity, but there 
Is a punishment no crime can Justify, 
and that Is servitude." ' 

Although the United States was not 
at war at any time with Bulgaria, It 
will be a signatory to the treaty for 
the purpose of adding Its Influence In 
securing observance by Bulgaria of 
the covenant of the League of Nations, 
which Is an integral part of the poet* 
Disposition of Thrace was a subject 
on which the peace conference was 
forced to pass the most time In the 
preparation of the treaty. As It de- 
velops, this question has not been final- 
ly adjusted, but Thrace Is to bo ex- 
cised from Bulgarian territory and left 
under the supervision of the principal 
allied and associated powers, which 
later will announce their decision as 
to the future status of the country. A 
plan by which the port of Dedeagntch, 
on the Aegean sea, would he given to 
Bulgaria with a corridor leading to It 
similar to that provided for In the 
Gorman treaty, by which Polond was 
Blvou access to Danzig, on the Baltic, 
has been considered, but It lias never 
been formally adopted. Bulgaria, un- 
der the treaty terms, however. Is ns- 
Bured an economic outlet to tlie 
Aegean.

"I take pleasure," the president said, 
"in extending to your excellency on 
the anniversary of the Independence 
Df Mexico, my cordial felicitations and 
best wishes for the peace, prosperity 
and progress of the Mexican people."

STRIKE FAILS IN BIG PLANTS 



AIR RECORD IS ;SET 

ROHLFS SCORES ALTITUDE MARK 
OF 34,610 FEET. , 

Believed to Be New Figure — Achieved 

In 78 Minutes — Machine Balks 

for Time. 

Minooln, N. Y., Sept 20.— A new- 
world's altitude record Is believed to 
have beea made here when Itoland 
Rohlfs, test pilot for tho Curtiss Air- 
plane company, soared 84.010 feet 
above sea level, according to tho ofll- 
clnl barograph. In 78 minutes. As 
Roosevelt field, his starting point, la 
110 feet above sea level, Rohlfs ac- 
tually climbed 34,500 feet, according 
to the barograph. His altimeter reg- 
istered 84,400 feet 

Rohlfs on landing was greeted by 
his wife who ran to his side and 
said : 

"What did you do?" 

•'I think I have done It this time, 
all right," he replied, and then after 
a few minutes he -said: "I bellovo nil 
ofliclal and unoftlclal records have 
been shattered. I am sallslied this 
machine can't be made to go any 
higher with Its present equipment I 
am through with high flylng'for the 
present and I am glud to be able lo 
be do^^Ti hero to say It 

"At a height of about 31,000 feet 
my machine dropped about six hun- 
dred feet The machine turned over 
on Its car and kept going from side 
to side with nn osclllnting movement 
It was terrible. After working with 
the mechanism for some time, I final- 
ly put on high speed and found tho 
nmchino righted Itself and begun to 
climb ngnln. 

•'I began to use tho oiygen tanks 
about 20,000 feet up. 

"I reached tho greatest altitude 
after climbing 73 minutes, and main- 
tained that altitude for about 20 min- 
utes." Nothing unusual happened to 
him, ho said, except that his teeth 
ached. 

"Another pecullnr thing, that i no- 
ticed this time was a sort of nervous 
twitching on my body," he added, 
"whore I have Kcars as a result of 
burns I received several years ago. 
These began to pull and twitch and It 
lasted for quite a while."

Pittsburgh, Pa., Sept. 24.— The great 
steel strike, less than twenty-four 
hours old, ^saw Its first tragedy when 
guards at mills nt the Carnegie Steel 
company In New Castle engaged In a 
shooting duel wltli strikers and their 
sympatidzers. 

Seven persons were struck by bul- 
lets, two of them women. Six of the 
Injured were seriously hurt All were 
renmvcd to the New Castle hospital. •* 

The shooting, preceded by the 
throwing of bricks ftnd other heavy 
missiles during the afternoon, lasted 
half an hour. According to eye-wit- 
nesses, more than lOQ shots were 
nred. 

The strikers bad taken a stand on 
Moravia street;^ opposite the plant 
buildings. Deputy sliorllTs and mill 
guards were stationed Just In front of 
the property of the Pittsburgh &, Lake 
Erie railroad. 

The first shot came while the strik- 
ers wore "booing" the mill gimrds. 

Suddenly nn automatic pistfti sound- 
ed. Blot guns lenped to tlie shotdders 
of deputies and ndll' guards and fired 
Into the crowd. The strikers returned 
the fire from automatic pistols and re- 
volvers which Jumped from scores of 
pockets and waist lines. 

One of the women was struck In tho 
neck and leg and seriously hurt 

Indications are that the strike so far 
hns failed to cause any various trou- 
ble to most of the big plants In Pitts- 
burgh proper and Us Inunedlato en- 
virons. 

In Homestead, Brnddock, Duquesne, 
and, on tho south side of the city, 
where the largest corporation and In- 
dependent mills are located, a very 
-Hmall proportion of moii. have Joined 
the ronks of the strikers. 

At the big Homestead plant of the 
Carnegie Steel company. It Is said 
nlnut 20 per cent of tho workers re- 
fuFod to report for work. 

The maniigement of the Edgnr 
Thomson works In Brnddock stattid 
that less thnn !J0O men were out there, 
and at the Duquesne plont It wns stat- 
ed that they were operating In full. 

Less than 100 men are reported to 
have struck at tho big plantn of the 
.Tones & Laughlln company, which line 
both sides of the Monongahela river 
foi mlle.K. 

Chicago, Sept 24,— The leaders of 
the strike claim that from 75,000 to 
Sd.OOO men had quit work in tht* Chica- 
go district; that all plants In Gary, 
Ir.nlana Harbor, East Chicago, .Toilet 
South Chicago, Evanston, Milwaukee, 
Waidtognn, Dekalb and Sterling were 
shut down. In Gary, they said, 07 per 
cent of the men wore out The em- 
ployers reduced the figures of the 
strike bosses, but adndtted Inability 
to operate. 

There was no violence. The men 
walked olT when tho niplit shift wns 
done, carrying their empty dinner 
palls, and the day shift did not enter 
the plants. 

In some'plants a minority of em- 
ployees came to .work as usual. But 
the strikers say these were mainly men 
over flftv-five years old, who are near- 
Ing tho time when they can retire on 
a pension. 



Asks for Allied Force, 
London, Sept. 24.— The Italian gov- 
ernment has appealed to the allied 
powers to send an alllod force, ex- 
clusive of Italians, to drive D'Annun- 
zlo out of Flume, according to a re- 
port here, which Is considered rellnblo.

SCORN THE PLAINS PEOPLE 



Their Language and Many of Their 

Cuetoma Arc PecuHar — Date and 

ClrcumEtances of ■Settlement In 

That Region Unknown.

London. — Of nil the scattered tribes 
and remnnntR of the Jewish people, 
none la less known to the world nt 
large, nnd certainly none presents u 
more Btrlklng contrnst to tlie common 
conception of the modern children of 
Isrnel than the Je\vl8h Hlglilnnders of 
the eastern Cnucu<;us. Yet there are 
probahly none In oil the world who, 
Imvc kept the Jewish blood more pure 
and free from gentile admixture, nor 
any who have more faithfully pre- 
fler>'ed the traditions, beliefs and cus- 
toms of the times before the exile. 

Indeed, they hold themselves quite 
aloof from the other Jews of the Cnw- 
casus region, refusing to Inlernmrry 
■with them, to worship wlth'theni, or 
*jven to have social or commercial In* 
tercourae with them beyond IhoJImlts 
of the bnrcst necessity. No Scottish 
Hlghlnndorevor scorned thcLowlander 
one-half so much as these Ulehland- 
or Jews scorn their kinsmen of the 
plains and of the urban ghetto. 

Traditions Fall to -Explain. 

The date and the circumstances of 
their settlement In the Caucasus high- 
lands are unknown, even In their own 
traditions, but It la certain that they 
have been there for nearly a thousand 
years. In that time their physical 
chnrncterlstlcB have bcun materially 
modified by their environment and 
mode of life. With clmracteristlc Jew- 
ish faces nnd complexion, ihey have 
tall, stalwart, muscular bodies, re- 
fiombllng the best of the Hill men of 
India, or some of the plant Highland- 
era of Scotland. Their life Is of course 
purely rural, since they have no con- 
fildorable towns, and they devote them- 
selves to agriculture, and the growing 
of grapes and tobacco. From the 
^npes they moke both wine and 
hrnndy, and of these beverages they 
are heavy drinkers. Indeed they have 
the unenviable reputation of being the 
Imrdpst drinkers In all that part of the 
•\vorId — which might easily be, since 
the Mohammedan tribes around them 
aro almost entirely tolal abstainers. 
However, drunkenness Is little icnown 
among them, If nt nil. 

They are also great flghlers. That 
in generally a characteristic of moun- 
tnlneers, nnd in these bigblond Jews 
It Is highly developed. They always 
«o armed, as do the Montenegrins, nnd 
arc never hi^kward In using their 
weapons for defense. They do not, 
however, shnrtf In any of. the blood 
feuds of the Circassian tribesmen, nor 
do they Join In their raids and quar- 
rels. 

Their Inngnagc Is neither ^lebrew 
nor that of the country In which they 
live, hut rather what iihllologlsts tenu 
I*arsl-Tartnr, or a mingling of old Per- 
elnn and Tartar. From this clrpum- 
Htanco It Is Inferred that their ances- 
tors went to the Chncasus from Persia 
In the doys of Cyrus the Great, or 
Darius. Perhaps they Avere fugitives 
from Persian coptlvlty; or else they 
preferred going lo the Caucasus 
rather than back to Palestine. There Is 
Indeed one ancient legend which tells 
that they wandered northward In quest 
of Mo>int Ararat and the remains of 
INonh's ark. 

The patriarchal mode of life pre- 
Tolls among them. When a son mar- 
ries he does not eKtnbllsh a home of 
Ids own. lie simply builds n wing on 
tits father's house nnd lives In It. In 
this fashion there ore often three or 
four generations living In o single 
!iouse, which eonslsta of a single story 
Kprenfl over a large area of ground, 
illlnrli house has Us own allotment of 
land, comprising grain field, toliacco 
Hold, vegetable garden and vineyard, 
and all are kept In a high state of cul- 
tlvarlon, though with primitive meth- 
ods. Rnch garden Is Inclosed w^jhln 
a wnll of rubble and clay about six 
■feet high. 

TheBo highland Jews have no rabbis 
nnd no religious head. They have no 



synagogues and no liturgy. They have 
a scroll of the law, but It Is used only, 
for reference. They observe the Sub- 
bfith In the strictest Mosaic fashion, 
doing no ^vork and cooking no food, all 
food requiring It being cooked on' the 
preceding dny* They keep the Pass- 
over, not by eating unleavened bread, 
because all their bread la always un- 
leavened, but by eating an evening 
meal In common In the open air. The 
Feast of Tabernacles Is similarly ob- 
perved, and they have a special cere- 
mony of their own at ench new moon. 

Girls must olwoys be betrothed for 
six months before marriage,' and the 
bridegroom, Instead of receiving a 
dowry with his bride, must pay her 
father a price for her. This Is usually 
paid for in sheep, cattle or horses, but 
always In elghteens or some nmltlple 
thereof. The price mny bo 18 slieep 
or 30 head of cattle, or If the bride- 
groom- Is rich It may be 72 horses, but 
for some reoson, the origin of which 
Is lost In antiquity, the number must 
always be eighteen or a multiple of 
eighteen. There Is no religious mar- 
riage ceremony, but a civil contract "U 
written and signed. 

When n child Is horn it- Is laid upon 
a platter, sprinkled with salt and ex- 
hibited to guests. AVomen go unveiled 
and speak to men as freely as In west- 
ern lands. A man Is permitted, to have 
as many as three wives at once, 
though by no moans all of them nvnll 
Ihemselves of the privilege. Divorce 
Is seldom If ever practiced. At death 
the body In not encofilncd but Is mere- 
ly wrapped In a shroud and burled, 
while the women wall a dirge. 

One of the most curious of all their 
customs Is that of having the women 
of the household occupy rooms which 
nro nccesslble'from the rest of the 
house, only through semicircular holes 
flt the bottom of the wnll, not more 
than two feet high, for all the world 
like the enl ranees to dog kennels. 
When a guest calls at a house he Is 
welcomed In n spacious reception 
room, and tlicn the host gets down on 
hands nnd knees and'crawla through a 
hole In the wall In search of his wife, 
or wives, as the case moy be, and pres- 
ently comes crawling back, followed 
by the ladles of the household In the 
snmo undignified attitude. The T^omen 
dross In Jackets ond loose trousers 
after the oriental fashion.

FIND BONES OF DWARF RACE 



Squaw Creek Mesa Near Grand Can- 
yon Burial Place of An- 
cient Trlbo. 

Prescott, Ariz. — That the Squaw 
creek mesa, 15 miles east of Grand 
cnnyon, was tho burial ground of an 
ancient tribe of dwarfs, is the opinion 
of H. L. Loomis, prospector, who says 
ho recently uncovered portions of 10 
skeletons there. 

In the old graves the prospector 
found a cupful of tuquolso and small 
pieces of ancient pottery, ' some of 
which Imve been sent to the University 
of Arizona and the remainder to the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

All the bones found were those of a

It made the nll-steel 
cars of the "White Ilouse Special" re- 
semble, hake ovens, but with nil its 
heat It did not exceed In tempeniture 
the wurmlh of the welcome givefi the 
president at every little town, crosw 
roads and village through which the 
train passed. 

The president had only one set 
speech for the day. It was given to 
u large ^ and enthusiastic audience 
here. Shortly after noon, however, 
when the train pulled Into Sneranion- 
to, the president appeared on the ol>- 
.sorvntlon platform of the Mayllower 
nnd addressed a crowd of ri,000 per- 
sons. Ills speech did not exceed 500 
words. He touched hrlelly on the 
Shantung matter, and closed with 
these words: "The-Jieart of America 
Is right and her purpose Is Irresist- 
ible." 

People Out En Masse, 
It took the president's train nearly 
one-ho]f,hour to ro through Sacra- 
mento nnd the California capital was 
out en masse to see him. Thousands 
of school chjidren and grown folk, too, 
lined the trocks nnd cheered him as 
the train went slowly. The same 
outpouring of people occurred, more- 
over, nt Stockton, Lodl and other 
towns nnd cities In the San .Joaquin 
and ..Srtcrnmenio valleys. Iloth these 
portions of California presented large 
numbers of Japanese men and women, 
nnd hordes of Japanese children to the 
view of the president, nnd many of 
the most fertile farms of both val- 
le.vs were being worked by Oriental 
laborers, who stared In silence at U»e 
special as It sped along. 

The president made a great hit with 
the children of Sacramento. In coia- 
mon with the children of everj* other 
city that he has visited the Sacrh- 
monto .youngsters started on a mad 
dash after the "Mayflower" once they- 
spied the president, but here their 
elders started running also. Some 
smnll hoys In the foreground of the 
pursuers grosped hands to restrain 
the crowds from pushing forwnrd too 
rapidly.

The children caught the words in- 
stantly, took up the tune, and there- 
after the crowd was always "four feet 
back" from the "Mayflower," and there 
was no danger of anyone being In- 
jured. 

It was a cnmpamtivoly restful dny 
for (he president, hut he was keenly 
concerned with - all developments In 
the steel strike. The president be- 
lieves that In sending the telegram to 
Krtmuel Gonipers last week, wherein 
be, expressed the hope of a poITtpone- 
mentof the strike until the Industrial 
confcronco had mot In Washington and 
finlslind Its work, he did all that was 
possible for lilm to do at the time. Ho 
Is keeping In close touch with the situ- 
ation, ^however, tiirough Secretary of 
I-'ihor Wllsnn. 

Tho president. It was learned, will 
probably be In New York on October 
,1 to meet the king and queen of Bel- 
gium, who nre expected to arrive In 
this country October 4. lie will re- 
turn to Washington Immediately, how- 
ever, to open the sessinns of the In- 
dustrial conference October G. 

The president iol train left Heno 
ImnuMlIatoly after tho address. On 
Tuesday there will be n brief stop at 
Otitlen, XJtnh, but no address is on tho 
ofTlcIal schedule. Fie will speak Tnea- 
day' night In the tabernacle nt Salt 
Lake City and Wednftsdny afternoon 
at Cheyenne, Wyo.
